of our ſaid lace Sovercign Lord King Fdward 
the Sixth, Intituled, An Ad for the Unijor-

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EF ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the 
Church, and have had their begin- 
ning by the intticurion of man, ſome 
at tne firit were of godly intent and 

purpole devijed. and yet at length turned to 
vanicy and {uperitition. Some entred into the 
C hucch by unQgiſcreet devotion, and ſuch a zeal 
as was without knowledpe 3 and for becauſe 
they were vinked at in the beginning, they 
grew daily to more 211d more avuſes 5 which 
not onely for their unprofitableneſs, but alſo 
becauſe rhey have mucn blinded the people, 
and obſcured rhe glory of God,are worthy to 
be cut away, and clean rejected, Other there 

2, which alchough they have been deviſed by 
'man, yet it 15 thought good to reſerve them 
il, as well for a decent order in the Church 
( tor the which they were firſt deviſed )as be- 
cauſe they pertam to editication, whereunto 
all things done in the Church ( as the Apoſtle 
teacheth ) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a 
Ceremony, 1N 1t (el: contidered, is but a 1inall 
taing; yet the wiltul and contemptuous tranſ- 
pre({115n and breaking of a common order and 
diſcipline,1s no ſmall offeiice be.ore God. Le? 
at things be done among you, faith $, Paul, i 
a ſeemly and due order 3 The appointmeic of 
Tthie which order pertaineth nut no private 
men: therefore no man ought to take in haiid, 
or pre {ume to appoint or alter any publick 
or common Order in Chrifts Church, excepr 
he be lawiully called and authorized tiicre- 
uniO. 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of 
men are 10 diverſe,thar ſome think it a great 
ratter of con{c1ence ro depart irom a piece of 
tte leatt of ther Ceremnies,they be ſo addi- 
Qed to their old cuttoms 3 and again on the 
Otger fide, ſome be (o ne:v-fanglied, that they 
would jnnovarce all things, and ſo deſpiſe ths 
old,that nothing can like them, but that is 
New: jt was thought exPedient Not (o much 
to have reizea how to pleale and fatiche ej- 
ther of theſe rarues,as hoiv to pleaſe God,and 

rofic them buth, And yet left any man thould 
þ- offended, whuw good reaſon might ſaticfie, 
here be cercain cauies rendred, why tome 07 
the accutomed Ceremont2s be put away, and 
ſome retained nd xept fill. 

Some are puraway, becauſe the preat exce's 
ard multitudeof them liath ſo increaſed in 

the(e lairer diys, that the burden of them 
was imtoterabe 3 whereof S. Auri'iine in his 
time complained. thit they were grown to 
| ſuch a numbs, thar the eftate of Chrifiian 
people was nN worle ce concerning that 
mater, then vere the Jeive. And he countel- 
led, that (va yoke and burden ſhould be ta- 
ken away, asime would ferve quietly to do 
It. Eut wha!would S. Avgaſizze bave (aid, 1f 
he had ſect he Ceremonies Or lat2 days uied 
amons us 3 vhereunto ths multitude u.ed in 
his time wanotto oe compared ? This our 
exceſſive nultitude of Ceremonies was (0 
great, and nany of ttiem (o garn, that they 
1d more onfounad ang darken, then deciire 


E Of Ceremonies, why ſome be aboliſel, and ſome retained, 


and ſet forth Chriſts benefirs unto us. And b*- 
fides this, Chrilt> Goſpel is not a Ceremonial 
L aiv ( as much of Moſes Law was ) butitis 2 
Religion to rve God, nor in bandage of the 
figure or {hadow, but in the freedom of the 
ſpirit; being content onely with thole Te- 
renjonies which do ſerve to a decent Ordzr, 
and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to 
ftir up the dull mind of man to the remem*- 
brane? of his duty to God, by ſome notable 
and ſpecial fgnification, whereby he might 
bs edifi-d. Furthermore , the moſt weighty 
cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Geremoy 
nies was, That they were ſo far abuſed, part- 
ly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the rud® 
and unlearned, and partly by rhe unſatiable 
avaric* of ſuch as ſought more their own Ju- 
cre, then the plory of God, that the abuics 
cou!d not well be taken away, the thing re- 
maining ill. : 
But now as con-erning thoſe perſons, which 
peradventare will be offended, for that ſome 
Of the 01d Ceremonies are retained ttill : It 
they confider, that without ſome Ceremonies 
it 15 NOE poſl;ble ro keep any Order, Or Quiet 
Diſcipline in the Church, they thall eatily per- 
c-1ve juit cauſe to reform their judgments, 
Ang if they think much that any of the ol 
do remain, and would rather have all deviſed 
anew 3 Then ſuch men granting ſome Cere- 
monies convenient to be had,ſurely where th* 
old may be well uſed, there they cannot rea- 
ſonably reprove the old onely for their age, 
without bewraying of their own folly. For 1N 
ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have reve- 
rence unto them for their antiquity, if they 
will declare themſelves ro be more ftudious 
of unity and corcord,then of innovations and 
new-fangleneſs, which (as much as may be with 
tru- ſecting torch of Chrifts Religion } 18 
aliways to be elckeived. Furthermore , ſuch 
{hail have no jult cauſe with the Ceremonies 
reerved to Le ofended. For 2s tho{e are ta- 
ken aivay whici were mott abuſed, and did 
burden mens conſciences Without any cau'e 3 
fo the other that remain, are retamed for 2 
Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cau- 
ſes ) may be altered and chanpeg, and there- 
fore are not to be eſteemed equal with Gods 
Law. And moreover, they be neither dark 
nor duinb Ceremonies, bur are fo ſet forit, 
that every mai! may undertiand witnt they do 
mean, and tv what ui? they do ferve. S:) that 
It 15 not like that they in time to come lſhonid 
be abuſed as other have been. And in thee 
our doings we condemn n9 other Nations. nor 
preſcribe any thing but to our own pecole 
onely : ior we think it Convenient, Mat every 
Countrey ſhould ut ſich Ceremonies 45 tiiev 
!ra'l think beſt co the ſerting forth o: Gods 
honour and glory, and tothe reducing of the 
p2ople to a moſt perfet and godly living, 
without erruur or ſup=ritition ; and that they 
ithould put away other things, whica rom 
time tO r1me they perceive to be mot abuſeg, 
as in mens ordinances it Often caanceih dz- 
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q The Order kow the Pſalter js af pointed tobe read, 


Je Pſalter ſhall be read through once 
every moneth, as it is there appoint- 
ed, buth tor Morning and Evening 
Prayer. But in February it thall be 

Tead onely- to the twenty eighih, or rwenty

Auguſt, 0etober, and Lecember have One and 
Thirty days 3Piece; It 1s Ordered that the 
fame Palms thall be read the lait day of the 
ſaid Moneths which were read the day before; 
So that the Pſalrter may begin again the firſt 
diy of the next moneth eniuing.
